The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
over Clawson et al '425 in view of Hwang et al is withdrawn, for the reasons presented 
by applicants in the Remarks filed February 16, 2009. In addition, Clawson et al '425 
discloses an embodiment depicted in Figure 3 wherein a first tube 208 is configured for 
receiving a mixture of steam and hydrocarbon, and a second tube 208 is annularly 
disposed about the first tube 208. (See col. 9, line 19 to col. 10, line 51, and Figure 3.) 
First tube 208 and second tube 218 are filled with reforming catalyst. However there is 
no teaching, disclosure or suggestion in Clawson et al '425 for the first tube 208 and 
second tube 218 to share a common wall, as would be required by the limitation recited 
in applicants' claims 1 and 1 1 of "an outer reforming zone comprising the sidewall of the 
inner reforming zone". Nor would there be any motivation from the prior art to modify the 
apparatus of Clawson et al '425 such that second tube 218 would comprise the sidewall 
of first tube 208.
